Eastern  offers  challenges  that  demand  from  its  students  the  utmost  intellectual 
ability  and  determined  perseverance.  These  challenges  offer  a  multitude  of 
rewards:  freedom  through  knowledge,  maturity  through  acceptance  of 
rsponsibility,  keener  enjoyment  of  life  through  a  more  nearly  complete  self 
realization,  and,  finally,  the  acquisition  of  skills  leading  to  a  profession  that 
promises  even  greater  challenges  and  rewards  for  achievement. 
Eastern's  college  community  is  an  environment  of  activity  and  excitement 
characterized  by  growing,  searching  minds  attempting  to  attain  that  nebulous 
concept  we  call  knowledge:  knowledge  of  the  creative  arts,  of  the  sciences, 
and  of  the  political,  social,  cultural,  and  economic  aspects  of  our  own  society 
and  of  other  societies,  past  and  present.  Concomitant  with  acquiring  this 
knowledge,  Eastern's  students  attain  an  appreciation  of  and  practical  skills  in 
these  various  areas. 

Although  the  acquisition  of  knowledge  and  intellectual  development  is 
emphasized,  students  at  Eastern  are  also  encouraged  to  develop  their  abilities 
to  participate  intelligently  and  actively  as  citizens  in  the  college  community 
in  making  responsible  decisions  and  carrying  them  into  action.

William  Bryan  (Red)  Reece,  who  won  acclaim  as 
"one  of  the  winningest  basketball  coaches  in  the  na- 
tion," this  spring  ended  his  brilliant  32-year  coaching 
career  at  Eastern. 

Red  not  only  coached  basketball,  but  football  and 
track  as  well.  Before  coming  to  EWSC  in  1930,  he 
coached  at  Cashmere  High  School  in  1925  and  at 
North  Central  High  School  in  Spokane.  In  all,  he  has 
coached  over  850  basketball  games. 
The  highlight  of  his  career  came  in  1945-46  when  his 
team  captured  27  straight  wins  and  a  Conference 
championship. 

He  had  a  spectacular  record  of  wins.  During  the 
1959-60  season  he  won  his  500th  game.  "Winning 
the  500th  didn't  seem  any  different  than  winning  the 
first,  tenth  or  the  one-hundredth,"  said  Reece.  "So 
many  of  the  boys  made  it  possible,  especially  the 
boys  that  season." 

But  perhaps  the  best  indication  of  Red's  success  is 
the  success  of  the  hundreds  of  men  that  he  has  taught 
and  coached.  Nearly  a  hundred  of  them  are  coaching 
in  the  state  of  Washington  alone.
